WASHINGTON - Trade friction 
between the United States and 
‘Canada ‘appeared to be ^mushroom-’ 
ing Tuesday into the kind of trade 
confrontation that both governme- 
nts had sought to avoid, os tariffs 
were met with rclallalory tariffs. 

U.S. officials sought to assess the 
damage to trade relations between 
the two countries of Canada’s deci- 
sion Monday to slap Import duties on 
American-made computer parts, 
books and magazines.

Idaho farm debt, troubles mount, governor says

-Evans on Tuesday released a new 
financial survey of 2, SOU farmers and 
ranchers. It was an updated version 
of a report compiled one year ago, 
and shows "a significant and serious 
amount of deterioration In the fi- 
nancial hcalUi of our farmers and 
ranchers." . 

"There arc serious problems out 


there. The next governor has to lake 
a leadership role. If the next 
Legislature doesn’t act. we’ll have a 
cra.sh In Idaho that’s never, been 
.seen,bcfcire.in.oiir.hlslory..not,cvcn. 
In the 1930s.” Evans said. 

The survey showed about 40 per- 
cent of (he slate's farmers have fi- 
nancial problems, with one in 12 - 
technically insolvent because debts 
exceed assets. Young farmers, with 
Uic largest debts, are hurting the 
most, and large farming operations 
ore slipping deeper into debt. 

. The survey showed that GO percent 
•Of the staters farmers, and most of 
them In the northern part of the 


slate, reported no serious financial 
problems. 

But in southern Idaho, where 
operating costs con be much higher 
t^_auM. gf irrigation expense, there 
has been a significant decline iri the* 
financial stability of farmers, Evans 
said. 

"Slippage has occurred In nearly 
every category,” said Evans. 

He said many farmers were hurt 
last year by grasshopper Invasions, 
drought, an early freeze but more 
Importantly by continued depressed 
commodityprlces. 

Evans said lie talked to a Rexburg 
potato grower recently who Is selling 
ills spuds. aLBO .cents per hundred 


pounds for fcedlot use, fur under the 
cost of production. 

The new survey, he said, “Is dear 
evidence of how seriously Uic farm- 
.ere w;ere Injure^ l.asl year." 

Evans called' for a cd'mbined' 
stale-federal effort to help farmers. 
The governor, who Is leaving office 
Uiis-year In a bid for tite U.S. Scnulc, 
said he has several strong sugges- 
tions forhlssucccssor. 

He also urged strong congressional 
action to protect American farm 
markets overseas, and to curb 
foreign imports. 

_The last Idaho Legislature 
adopted a “he.ad-ln-the-siind” ap- 
-proacli- fa-farm problems, h'c said, 


apiKirenllynul believing that farm- 
ers are in trouble. "There’s a bleak 
future out there,” Evans said, 
because virtually noUiing was dune 
this year to help farmers.

This was good theater, but was not necessarily good 
for Idaho’s teachers, whether lEA members or not. 

Although it was nominally non-partisan, Rollie 
aligned the lEA with the Democratic Party and with 
Gov. John Evans, a position which made it difficult 
for the organization to build effective bridges to 
moderate Republicans. 

With both men leaving and with Evans going either 
“up or out” in his bid for the U.S. Senate, the state is 
in the enviable position of having a “clean slate” of 
top- leaders who can bring about meaningful change 
in education. 

With the right tone, for example, Uie career ladder 
plan passed by the Legislature two years ago might 
now be revived; that would be, in our view, a positive 
step toward excellence in education in Idaho, 

More importantly, the state could begin solving 
problems rather than languishing while factions hurl 
charges over who is to blame. 

The departure of Stivers, Evans and now Rollie 
leaves Id^q \vith much in the way of opportunity. 

For Rollie’s replacement, we hope the lEA picks 
wisely with an eye to what can be accomplished, not 
just to what has to be defended.

Sakharov, who Is CS and won the 
1975 Nobel Peace Prize, was exiled to 
Gorky In January. 1980 and his wife 
was confined to Gorky In August 1984 
aflcr being conviclod of anti-state 
slander. 

If Mrs. Bonner Is allowed to return 
to Moscow, she should be able to 
give foreign reporters and diplomats 
an up-to-date reports Sakharov's 
health and living conditions. 

Before being restricted to Gorky, 
she' traveled to Moscow once a 
month, buying supplies and main- 
taining links to tlic outside world by 
meeting with foreigners and 
diplomats. 

Sakharov won the N<^1 prize for 
choJIengIng Soviet policies on human 
rights and military motters. He has 
never been tried or-charged with a 
crime.

Is growing rapidly. It is most likc- 

• lytooccur when large amountsof 
. compost, siiwdu.st, barkduslor 
oUierorganlcamcndmentshave 
been added to thosoil. Extra, 
nitrogen is needed by the micro- ' 
organisms which decompose 
them. Almost all mixed ferlil- 

. licrs contain nitrogen. Plants 
respond quickly to the addition of 
nitrogen. 

Yeliow or light green streaks In 
lawns, where the grafajs nlso_ 
shorter or'w eakcr, is usually 
caused by uneven fertilizer ap- 
plication. A light hand applica- 
tion oflawn fertilizer over the 
weaker areas will.quickly clear up 
thcproblem. 

When the tips of grass blades or 
newest leaves arc yellow, the 
•cause isu.sually iron shortage. In 
_ lawns, the iron yellowed areas are 
' Just as taira.s,tho rest of the 

• lawn. Tlic leaves often have dark 
green veins. In addition toJawns, 
strawberries, raspberries and ' 
roses are some of the most likely 
toliave iron-causcdyellowlng. 

Iron shortages are more dif- 
ficult to correct than nitrogen 
— shortagesrtXirrolls'tendio'be 
alkaline in ph whldi cliangesthe 
'iron In the soli into an insoluble 
• form unavailable to plants.

Changing the ph of the soil will 
oflenclearuptheironshortage 
just as well as adding iron. 

I>awns will often grow out of 
Iron-caused yellowing when they 
slow down in growth rate a little. 
Fertilizers which contain iron or 
sulfur will give mom immediate 
rasulLs. 

The qulckc.st response for 
shrubs and lorries Is'lron chelate. 
The two most common brands of 
iron chelate in our area ar_e_S{h 
qucslrcne and Ortho Grcenol. 
lliesc should be applied to the 
leaves as well as the roots, 
because some can be absorbeti ' 
throygli the leaves for more im- 
mcdiateeffecl. For long-term 
results, sulfur can be added to the 
soil to make the ph more acid. 

One or two pounds per 100 square 
feet should be cultivated into the 
soli around the plants about 
every two years. 

Wliencver you buy fertilizer, 
check the lalwl for iron and 
sulfur. If you consistently use fer- 
tilizers containing these two 
nutrients, you will seldom have 
problems with Iron caused ycllow-

Landscaped 
plots destroy 
natural beautp

The Ik’as/j/ngfonPosf 

W'hcn WilUam” Robinson' started 
talking about, the "wild garden" in 
the IfJGOs (and publislicd "The Wild 
Garden” in 1570) gardeners were 
much confused, His idea, which was. 
simple cnougli, was to grow exotic — 

■ that is, foreign — plants in natural 
Ways. Not In beds or borden;, but in 
natural-looking drifts and patches at 
the edge of woods, in ditches, 
hedgerows, meadows and slirub- 

— bcrlcs, 

Ho was willing to let the garden 
around tlie house be ns formal as 
anyone plciised.lle had no objection 
to formal beds In which tea roses (In 
some ways his favorite flower) were 
protected, fertilized, pruned, dead- 
• headed and otherwise pampered. 

He didn’t even demand that the 
dismal beds of geraniums, lobelias, 
pcrillas and other showy creatures 
set out for the summer be bulldozed, 
though that is what he thought was 
the best thing to do with Uiem, No, 
he was willing for gardeners to have 
all the trash (bedding plants — he 
would liave loathed the beds bf 
marigolds you still sec even In this 
enlightened ag e) they liked around 
tne^WlBc•, "He simply called for the 
^iise of beautiful things, once you left 
the terraces and got into meadows 
and ditches. 

■ Since his day a good bit of keen 
sport hashoch had at Robinson’S ex- 
pense. especially by those who liavc 
sat Ihrmich a lecture or two -and 


deemed themselves authorities on 
landscape gardening. They think, 
not • having troubled to study the 
matter, of course, that Robinson 
meant the garden should be left to 
run wild year by year until lt_ 
became Impenetrable with briars' 
and docks. 

■ That Is hardly what Robinson 
meant or what he did himself. 1 
wonder what those who criticize his 
theories of wild pardoning think if 
they ever begin to notice Roblason’s 
wild garden theories are now so 
much a part of mainstream garden- 
ing tliat It i.s hard to imagine a 

■ garden apart from his notions. 

Recently I si\w a lot of pictures of 
a garden atop the Boston Rltz in 
Horticulture magazine, and I 
thought what a pleasant cocktail 
lounge on tlic roof had been opened 
-by- -the- hotel. Imstcad, ' it 'was 'a ' 
private garden. Uie cost of which 
was mercifully kept confidential, 
'fherc were six (^inosc dogwo^s in 
tubs. -some white geraniums in pots, 
a pot of while daisies and a wee fr- 
inge of while alyssum, plus a sliallow 
formal pool of water with nothing 
growinginoraroundll. 

It was very pretty. In Its way, and 
If tlie owners gel tired- of it (as I 
would In 4n hours) they can always 
sell 11 to the hotel , for dispensing 
five-buck drinks. But the rea.son it 
doesn't look remotely like a garden 
Is because It Is a rare example of a 
garden having nothing to do with 
, Robinson's wild garden notions.

however, tlicy (cf the alyssum creep 
over the stone (an important Robin- 
sonian novelty. In revolt against the 
mld-Vlctorian scheme of dotting the 
damned aly^ums at iMnch intervals 
in"strarglil rbWs, leaving the bare 
earUj between plants for contrast) 
'and they clui.se Itie dogwood, Cornus ' 


kousa, which for some reason they 
are allowing to grow naturally. 

Tlie point here is not that the 
garden is fairly ghastly, though It Is 
certainly lascasllive and poverty- 
stricken in Its Ideas, hut that a 
garden looks odd. indeed, when it 
owes lilUc or noUiing to the wild- 
garden theories of William Robinson. 

We arc all familiar (though this 
was - a novelty of "The Wild 
Garden") with daffodils grown in 
drifts, not only in meadows or or- 
chards, but even In town gardens.. 
Wf. tn iiraj-ievlnes over ar- 


bors at' the kitchen door, mainly 
because the plant Is so beautiful. \yc 
sec. even in city gardeas, billows df 
clemalls, crockscs In the grass arid 
.snowdrops under trees. Wc arc fa- 
miliar, Indeed. wlUi azaleas massed 
under oaks and allowed to .grow 
wiLlioul any attention to speak of In- 
to huge plants as they do In the wild., ; 

All such things seem to us so ob- 
vious and asual Uiat we may forget 
this kind ol gardening was a novelty 
in 11170, slarUlng to mo.st gardeners 
of Uie period.

Bum finger throws top freshman shot putter out of meet

INDIANAPOLIS - Texas A&M’s Randy 
Barnes, the best freshman shot putter In col- 
legiate history, decided Tuesday not to com- 
pete in his specialty In this week’s NCAA 
outdoor Track and Field Championships 
bccauscof on injured finger. 

The 19-ycar-oId Barnes, who has the four 
best outdoor shot pul throws ever by a 
freshman. Including heaves of 71 feel, 9W In- 
■ ches, the best in the world this year, and 70- 
10, has strained ligaments and tendons in his 
right middle finger, along the side of the 


finger and running along the knuckle of his 
throwing hand. 

The injury, however, will not prevent 
Barnes from competing in the discus throw 
during the four-day meet that begins Wed- 
nesday. 

“It’s really disappointing,” Barnes said 
about his withdrawal from the shot pul. "J 
had hoped to do some good things In the 
NCAA meet.” 

Ironically, Barnes was wearing tape on the’ 
finger, as a preventive measure, when he ' 
suffered the Injury April 27'ln the Mount San 
Antonio College Relays^rWalnntrCallf. ’ '

1984 NCAA champion. 

A headline In a Angeles jiewspaper the 

following day did not proclaim Brenner's 
victory as much as It did Barnes’ loss. It 
read: “EYc^manTaughtaLeMon.” 

Barnes uncorked a 
warmly throw that sailed bey^ the 75-foot 
mark. His idol. Brian Oldfield, 'the only shot 
putter to ’surpass 75 feet in compcUUon, 
congratulated Bames, saying: "You ore now 
‘ a mcmberofanclitegroup— youandme.” 
Since then, Barnes has thrown the stwt on- 
ly once iircompctition. unleashing a-€4-(oot- 
toss in tho Southwest Conference champion- 


ships, it would have been good enough to win 
the shot put title, but Barnes stepped out of 
the ring, apparently because of the pain In 
his hand, and the throw was ruled a foul. 

Bames has seen several doctors about the 
injury, which has been' slow in healing, even 
going to Seattle to confer with a specialist, 
Dr, GlennGordon. 

Gordon took a bone scan and determined 
there was no break In the finger, but noted 
that the underdeveloped- finger had be^ 
strained and was atrophying. 

. "It’s atrophied, from a thrower’s stand-' 
point,"- Bames said, "nol for doing everyday 
things. The doctor' said I have piano player’s 


hands. He said he didn't see how I could 
throw the shot. 

“Now, 1 am trying to strengthen them. 
I’ve 'worked so hard (with welghts)'to Im- 
prove my strengUi.'but I never did anything 
for my hands,” added the W,t;, 285-pounder 
from St; Alban’s, W.Va. 

Bames has made remarkable progress In 
one year — his best throw In high school was 
GG-9>/,:, With a 12-pound shot; now, he has 
tluuwn five feet farther with a 16-pound ball.
